Ok, so if you’ve been involved in the Al image discourse, you may have heard about Bing Al’s 
“ethnically ambiguous” issue. 

As far as | understand, the Al sometimes injects the phrase “ethnically ambiguous” into your prompt to 
avoid racially biased answers. 

This can lead to “ethnically ambiguous” showing up as text in your results.

So, does this actually do anything? Let’s see.
